nesses had testified in the Pottawat- 
omic county liquor conspiracy trial 
in federal qourt here that they had 
paid Gordon $2,300 to escape prose- 
cution in connection with their ac- 
tivities in the widespread conspiracy. 


Soon after the government rested 


its case in the trial of the 20 persons, 
including Randall Pitman, county at- 
torney, and Frank Cox, former sheriff 
the complaint against Gordon was 
filed by Roy St. Louis. United States 
district attorney. A warant for Gor- 
don's arrest was placed in the hands 
ol the United States marshal. 


Gordon resigned his state 
office 


after Homer Knappenberger, former 
mayor of Earlsboro, and 
Clarence j 


Burdettc, former Earlsboro chief of 
police, had told of their payments lo 
escape prosecution. Gordon had con- 
ducted an investigation of conditions 
a' Earlsboro at the request of.Henry 
S. Johnston, then governor. Kappen- 
bcrgcr and Burdette resigned their 
city offices as a result of the inves- 
tigation. 


The complaint against Gordon al- 


leges thai ho demanded and received 
$1.000 from Knappenberger, paid at 
the state capitol June 21, 1928, in re- 
turn for withholding information he 
had uncvoerde against Knapponberg- 
cr and Burdelte. The penalty for the 
ofien.se is a fine of not more than 
$2:,01)0, imprisonment of not more than 
one year, or both.

WASHINGTON — Although ** one 
™ reads only occasionally of a per- 
son who never heard ot prohibition 
there are millions. In the opinion ot 
some government officials, who are 
unaware just what things Involved' 
In the handling and consumption of 
liquor are actually violations of the 
federal law. 


The National Commission on Law 


Enforcement and -Observance and 
the prohibition unit have agreed as 
to the desirability of recodificatlou 
of all the statutes used In prohibi- 
tion enforcement. That does not 
mean that the laws will be in any 
•way changed or that recodiflcation 
is concerned with more drastic pen- 
alties. But it may be that a better 
understanding ot just what is a vlo- 


• lation and what la not may save 


one or two well-meaning citizens 
from fine or imprisonment, so read 
right on—bearing in mind that 
state laws are something elina again 
and that 'some state : enforcement 
codes are much more to be dreaded 
than Uncle Sam's. 


Here's what lawyers of the pro- 


hibition unit say: 
, 


It is not illegal to take a drink, 


under the Volstead act. 


The legal experts" of the prohi- 


bition unit do not contend that it 
Is illegal, by federal statute, to 
buy a drink In a speakeasy for 
consumption on the premises 


It |»,not against the law per-se 


to accept the offer of a drtnk. 


It i^a violation of. the Volstead 


act to give another person a 
drink, for the act provides among 
other things that no person shall 
"furnish" intoxicating liquor. This

nually on the National Forests, or a
